Well, for one thing, it, 1s com-| 
pleting the last census of religious bodies covering the 
year 1926, and is publishing the results by denom:na- | 
tions in a ser:es of pamphlets whick are attracting wide | 
interest. We learn from this inquiry that there are | 
at the present time 213 different rel:gious sects or| 
denominations.

widely known. Forty four of them have fewer than 
a thousand members and 11 is safe to say that the man | 
on the strect never heard of the Christadclphians, o: 
of the Schwenkfclders, or of the Apostolic Over 
coming Holy Church of God or of the General Six 
Principle Baptists, or of the Two-Seed-'n-the 2spirit | 
Predestinarian Bapt'sts. Yet, as reyealed by the ee 
dus there are dencminations or sects bearing these un- | 
familiar names or other names equally strange to the | 
ear of the average man and cherishing their own pe- 
culiar beliefs, tenets or practices than d'stinguish them 
and set them apart frorn the mass of Christian belies 
ers. In the census these smaller sects receive the same | 
consideration as the large and well known denomina-! 
tions such as the Baptists, the Methodists, the Ep’s- | 
copalians, the Presbyterians, the Jews and the Roman 
Catholics. |

churches and the church membership of each denom- | 
ination, large or small, also the number and value of | 
church edifices, the church expenditures, in some de-| 
tail and some data regarding Sunday Schools.
